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ALABAMA  BAPTIST  STATE  CONVENTION, 

SEVENTY-SIXTH  SESSION-1897. 


The  Alabama  Baptist  State  Convention  assembled  in  its 
seventy-sixth  session  with  the  Ruhama  Baptist  Church,  at  East 
Lake,  Alabama,  on  Wednesday,  December  15,  1897,  at  10  o'clock 
a.  m.  (the  meeting  having  been  postponed  from  November  12, 
see  item  14),  W.  C.  Cleveland,  President,  presiding,  and  Wm.  A. 
Davis  acting  as  secretary. 

2.  I.  A.  White  led  the  devotional  exercises. 

3.  Delegates  were  enrolled  as  their  names  appear  at  end  of 
minutes,  which  list  includes  all  whose  names  were  reported  during 
the  session.

5.  The  President  briefly  addressed  the  Convention, 

6.  The  Program  as  prepared  and  printed  by  the  committee 
was  reported  by  W.  A,  Hobson,  Chairman,  and  adopted,  after 
amendment. 

7.  The  address  of  welcome  to  East  Lake  was  delivered  by 
W.  A.  Hobson  and  response  for  the  Convention  was  made  by 
L.  O.  Dawson. 

8.  Visitors  were  introduced  to  the  Convention  as  their 
names  appear  with  roll  of  delegates,  the  list  embracing  all  who 
were  introduced  at  any  time  during  the  convention. 

9.  J.  L.  Thompson,  President  of  the  Board,  read 

KEPORT  OF  THE  STATE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS. 
Up  to  tlie  finst  of  September  the  prospects'  of  tlie  Board  were  very  eu- 
couragiug.  Thte  being  the  beginning  of  the  mcluej^  gathering  sea(son,  it 
Avas  thought  that  by  the  close  of  the  Associational  pea-lod  the  financial 
condition  of  the  Board  would  be  veiry  muchi  better  than  at  the  same  date 
of  last  ye^ar;  but  just  a't  thjs  juncture  the  excitemeimt  produced  by  tlie 
appearance   of   yellow   fever   ou    the   coast,    caused   bu'sanesis    to  become 


gi'Mtly  dcmoralizecl  .in  the  central  a.nd  southern  pans  of  the  Sta'te. 
This  brought  "wll-thi  'it  tSie  ■emactmeut  of  the  rig'.d  qua.mutiaie  which,  so 
oomplet'e'ly  obstructed  tlie  thioroughfa.reis  of  traffic  th,ait  it  wais  utterly 
impossible  for  th<e  Gorraspo'ndiiing  Secretiaiy  and  evangelists  to  attend 
many  of  'the  abisoci.ataon4il  ga.tliesriiugs.  The  retsult  was  thiat  tine  portio^n 
of  the  State  from  which,  "we  hav'e  hieretofore  received  the  larger  part  of 
ouir  revenue  isuffered  worse  thiaHi.  any  Oithier  'section.  Follo'wiu,g  t?Ii:i.s  came 
the  ilow  prliK^e  of  'Cotton,  wMch  tended  to  stiU  furtlier  depress  and  demor- 
alize our  people.  We  are  sad  to  say  that  your  Board  hais  aimo'th.eir  proof 
of  the  fact  that  reagious  institutions  and  enterprises  are  the  first  to 
feei  the  effectte  of  monetary  dep.res'siciu..  O,  tba^t  Goid'is  people  would 
learn  tlnat  rertrenchmemt  should  begin  first  at  isome  Othe'r  i)lace  thiau  the 
hiousie  of  God. 

T'he  financial  exhibit  of  loist  cowve'utional  ytar  ishowis  a  debt  on  the 
misision  department  aloiue  of  $661.12.  During  the  year  just  past  we  have 
cot  beesi  aMe  ito  reduce  th.Ls,  but  on  the  contrary  the  debt  hais  groiwn  to 
mai'e  than  t.wi/ce  that  amoluut.  It  luuist  aJso  be  borne  in  miind  tliat  two 
years  ago  the  Boiard  began  its  woa'k  with,  a  debt  of  $1652.66,  which  had 
been  iM-ev!;ou.sly  inciirred,  and  whicTi  would  hUA'e  been  greatly  reduced 
but  for  the  insuperable  diitficultieis  which  have  confrcuited  us  during  the 
pai.?t  year.  This  does  (not  include  the  indebtednesis  to  thte  Greensboro 
Oiurch.  'I'he  receipts  for  all  pur])Oisies  for  the  year  ending  the  first  of 
December  were  $18,218.54,  which  is  $251.64  less  than  the  average  for  the 
last  tein  yeans  po'ecedbig  this.  HoweA'er,  the  expe^ndliitures  of  the  Board 
have  benn  increased;  and  beside  tliis,  vt'ry  much,  of  the  total  amount  re- 
ported represents  only  a,  nominal  relation  to  the  board,  as  for  instance, 
where  associations  appoint  their  o'wn  mlss'ona,ii;eis,  provide  tihe  funds  to 
pay  them,  and  receive  the  itidoasenieTit  of  the  Boa.rd,  simply  reporting 
•"h.eir  work  to  t^ie  Correispondiiug  Secretary.  In  isuch  caseis  tine  money 
does  not  pia,ss  tJiroughi  the,  h^ands  of  the  Board.  The  funds  are  kept  in 
the  Association,  while  our  secretary  and  the  authorities  of  the  associa- 
tions exchange  receipts.  This  ite  pei'fecitly  legitimate  amd  right,  yet  it 
does  no't  I'epresent  the  actual  receipts  and  expctndi lures.  Such  moneys 
cannot  be  utilized  in  t'he  payment  of  oar  del>ts,  or  lin  prosecuting  tie 
actual  w^ork  of  t^e  Bosiliid. 

It  lis  paiofully  sad  tO'  us  tK>  mention  that  tli*e  reports  of  this  year  and 
iifst  show  a  falliog  off  in  conhributious  to  both  Home  and  Foreign  ISIls- 
sioas.  Tlie  attention  of  our  pastors  is  called  to  this  fa.ct,  and  we  urge 
upon  them  tihe  importianoe  of  prelsising  these  o'^bjects  upon  the  luearts  aiad 
consiciences  of  their  people.

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Tlie,se  figiu-'Os  admonisli  us  in  language  thiat  eauuot  be  misuudenstood 
that  exti-a:ordi,ua,r.v  sacrifices  muist  be  matle  o^a  the  part  of  the  friends 
of  our  work,  whJle  every  effort  poaslble  must  be  made  to  curtail  the 
ruuufng  exptiaseis  of  this  Board.  It  .is  oair  opinion  fhat  such  a  pilian  can 
be  elfected  as  will  result  in.  I'educing  our  exi^enses  at  least  $1000  below 
what  they  hfl.ve  been  during  the  pas't  year. 

It  is  with,  pkaisure  that  we  no'tle  the  iiaterest  that  lias  been  UMuifested 
in  the  Board's  work  by  the  good  womein  of  Alabama.  Early  in  the  year 
the  Correispouidiu,g  Secretaa-y  h^eld  a  conference  wifh  the  Oentral  Com- 
mittee at  BJruiiaighiajn,  in  which,  thiis  committee  promiised  to-  put  our 
State  work  on  the  list  of  objects  to  whtch  tliey  wo^uld  contiibute  regu- 
larly. To  this  i:fiid  special  appeaJis  ha.ve  been  sent  out  from  the  Cemtral 
Committee.  During  the  year  juist  clased  the  Ladies'  Missiocaiy  Societies 
of  the  State  have  contributed  1833.43  to  the  work  of  the  Board. 

Duriing  the  early  part  of  ithe  year  the  Home  MLsBion  Board  appropri- 
ated 5^1000  to  our  wMk— $500  unconditionally,  and  the  other  $500  on  the 
condition  that  the  gifts  to  that  Board  from  Alabama  amounted  to  $4,000 
by  the  first  of  next  May.  T'his  came  to  u's  at  the  time  of  oUr  greates*: 
need,  and  we  would  faU  short  of  O'ur  obligatioias  to  the  Home  Board 
should  we  fail  to  make  graiteful  meutiJoa  cf  thiis  conU'ibution.  T'he  at- 
teut.ion  of  the  paistoms  thiroughout  'Che  .State  is  called  to  the  importance 
of  making  eaixieis/t  efforts  to  comply  with,  thi^  coiaditicin. 

THE  COLOKED  PEOPLE. 

At  I'he  eonventio'n  in  iSelma  in  1895,  a  plan  of  eo'-operative  work  amotag 
the  colored  people  was  recommended  by  the  Board  and  adopted  by  the 
convtatiiiCKi.  Thliis  work  under  the  plain  th^n  inaugurated  ha>s'  been  sup- 
ported by  the  Home  iMi.ssioa  Society  of  New  York,  the  Home  Mission 
Board  «t  Atlanta,  and  Wie  white  and  colored  conventions  of  Alabama. 
The  uiadertaking  of  tliiis  work  wais  am  experumemt  om  the  part  of  thiis 
con^■e•ncion.  After  a,  trial  of  two  yeans,  whl'eli  is  ample  time  to  teat  its 
Kuccel^s.  we  are  reluctantly  dri.ven  to  the  eouclusion  that  tli.is  work  should 
be  di'scontisiued  .so  far  ais  it  i^edates  to  our  ccovemtion,  provided  thoit  this 
does  cot  interfere  with,  any  agreement  made  between  oair  Secretaa-y  a.nd 
the  Secrcitary  of  the  Hoane  ;MHSg(ion  Board  and  Home  Mi'ssion  Soeiety. 
We  are  satisfied  tl:at  ttie  bemefitts  reeenved  are  mot  co^mmeins urate  with 
the  a,mount  expended.  Th,is  iss  all  the  more  importanit  when  'the'  em- 
barraissing  flnaincial  condition  of  the  Board  is  taken  inlto  ccnsideradiioci. 

THE  BOOK  DEPARTMENT. 

At  a.  meet'ung  of  the  Bolard  in  July  of  last  yeiar,  a  plan  was  subm;itted 
by  thie  Correispondirng  Secretaiy  to  dis.pase  of  t'he  book  busifaess.  The 
plan  was  adopted  and  our  stoek  of  boote,  etc.,  was  transfeirred  to  Brother 
J.  B.  Collier,  hie  takling  it  o«i  eonislgnment,  and  receiving  10  per  cciut  oiu 
the  sales  of  the  isa,me.  Much  of  the  old  stock  is  sitill  on  hand,  witlb.  no 
flattering  prospect  pf  beiHig  disposed  of  for  .some  time  to  come.    While 
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tills  departmcait  is  in  better  condition  tliau  last  year,  tlie  Board  does  not 
C'Qtnslider  .it  wise  to  contin.u.e  the  pitesent  manageme<Qt.  We  tlierefore'  sug- 
gest tJiat  the  Board  be  imsitructed  to  close  out  tbie  entire  stock,  by  sale 
o:r  do-mitioai,  as  early  as  pm^cfeicable,  a.nd  tba't  tliis  be  deiie  'Iti  suet*  man- 
iie'r  as  to  conserve  the  best  interest  of  the  Board.  We  see  no  other  solu- 
tloiii  of  tli.iis  most  perplexing  problem.

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SUGGESTIONS  .ViS  TO  THE  FUTUIIE  POLICY  OF  THE  BOARD. 

On  laccoaint  of  the  fi'naacV.aJ  depression  of  Hie  eoiiintry.  and  the  present 
JndebtednfKs  of  the  Board,  we  recommend 

1.  That  th;i  Kerviceis  of  Orlice  Secre-tary  be  dispemsed  with,  and  that 
the  duties  of  said  ottice  be  committed  to  the  Carivisponding  Seoretary  of 
the'  Board. 

2.  Til  at-  the  isalary  of  the  CottTevspcniding  Secretary  be  .$1500  for  the 
coming  year,  with  tivavelijng  expe^seis  cot  to  exoee-d  ?oOO. 

3.  That  tie  publication  of  the  iState  Mission  .Journal  be,  ditscontittiued, 
and  that  the  Board  be  instructed  by  the  convention  to  try  to  make  some  ar- 
rangement looking  to  thie  securiing  of  a.  State  Miisision  Department  in  the 
coJumnis  of  tie  ,\:laba.ma.  Baptist  We  bave  rcasoo  to  believe  that  sucli 
an  an-iangement  cian  be  made  as  will  be  satisfactory  to  tlie  constituency 
of  thiis  convelatttou  and  the  e^ditor  ovf  the  Alabama  Bapbist. 

4.  That  tLe  State  Board  of  Mit^isione  disccintinue  tJi,e  handling  of  Sun- 
day School  literaturei,  and  lliat  thJa  indebtedness  of  this  Board  to  the 
Su'uday  School  Boaird  and  the  American  Baptist  Publication  Society  be 
settled  as  isoan  ais  po'ssible  and  ;i,n  the  most  feaisible  way,  and,  if  cecefe- 
sary.  the  Board  be  authorized  to  exe-cute  paper's  for  the  same. 

5.  That  institute  woE'k,  if  coBitinued  by  thiis  conventioui,  be  comm'itted 
to  anotlier  Board,  and  th^at  all  fiTgidiS  designated  for  this  work  be  sent 
directly  to  the  treasnreir  of  'SUch  board. 

6.  That  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Misstoltis 
be  instructed  no't  to  re<;'e.ive  funds  foa-  aiay  other  objects  than  those  for 
Avhiicli  the'  Board  was  organized,  ;and  that  he  return  all  funds  sent  to  him 
to  the  parties  se^ading  the  same,.  This  bials  reference  to  funds  for  the 
Orphanage,  Ministerial  Education,  Howard  College  and  the  Judson  In- 
stfitute.  Tais  reconimtlndation  contemplated  fhe  simplifying  of  our  boiok- 
keeping  and  thus  making  it  less  expensive. 

7.  That  beuceforth  the  work  of  fh.is  Board  be  ma.iuly  in  the  inteirest  of 
miBsio«ns,  and  that  sill  otlier  efforts  be  mrade  subsidiary  'thiere'to. 

If  thefiie  suggestions  aire  adopted,  it  w,.ll  effect  a  saving  to  the  Bo-ard  of 
5^1000  during  the  year,  wh-ich  can  be  applied  tO'  thie  'liquidation  of  our 
indebtedness.

EEPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  HOWARD  COLLEGE. 

To  the  Alabamia  Baptist  'Stiatie  Cocveatiioa— C4reetiag: 

Dear  Bretliren:  We  a;re  tliasikful  to-  be  ab.le  to  report  t'lie  prosperous 
and  hopeiful  cotiadition  of  your  belo^^ed  .instfitution  located  here  at  East 
Lake.  At  your  last  auniraJ  meetivag  ia  Hiiatsville  the  fate  "of  the  coillege, 
w*h|icb  hais  be.ea  of  so  great  blessing  tO'  our  cause  aiud  to  the  intellectuial 
progreisis  geinerally  of  dur  State,  was  uncertaiin  atod  iu  isuspeaiise.  It 
seeaued  at  one  time  that  the  'iiaisititution  wo'Uld  be  sold  for  debt.  It  was  a 
slow  and  dllfficxilt  matter  to  raise  money  siifficieint  to  reduce  th,e  iudebted- 
iieisls  to  a  point  at  whicti  your  Trustee's  felt  the  Lne-tittitiokLi  would  be  isafe 
Suit  was  brought  iu  the  United  States  Court  to  foreclose  the  mortgage 
of  some  .$38,500,  li.eld  by  the'  Pliiladelph.ia.  ereidi-bors.  Rather  tlian  have 
thie  property  thrown  upoto  their  5iaadis,  horwever,  the  mortgagves  pro- 
posed to  the  Trustees  that  -if  they  "woaild  pay  $10,000  caslh  a.nd  pay  tbte 
fee's  of  Kheir  agciatis,  they  would  rebond  foa-  $20,000  for  five  years  at  5 
peir  cent  ifiit'eirest.    Thils  piroa>oisitio;a  wals  a.cce'pted. 

Thie  Board  employed  Rev.  M.  M.  Wo'od  ais  Fiuaaciad  Secretary.  BrO'tJi- 
er  Wood  has  labored  faliaifuUy  aad  accomplished  a  good  and  much, 
needed  work.    He  has  visited  ma  ay  assoeflatioins  and  cburc'hesi,  solicited 
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studentB,  collected  notets,  whuch  wexe  due  aeid  attended  diligently  tO'  a,U 
matteu-s  committed  tO'  Ms,  handlsi. 

Hon.  W.  C.  Wai'd,  who  for  SD'  long  has  isea-ved  on  tliiisi  board,  aud  to 
whiom  th.e  Baptists  of  AJa,bama  ^vM  always  be  deeply  indebted,  oui  ac- 
count of  pressing  duties,  prelsesits  hJs  resignatioin  as  a  member  of  fhe 
Board  of  Trusitees. 

At  the  close'  of  the  session  in  last  June,  Prof.  A.  D.  Smith  having  form- 
ed other  buslioiess  coanectiouis  when  it  iseemed  the  college  wooild  imeviitably 
have  to  go  to  the  block,  and  deeliiaung  re-election.  Prof.  F.  M.  Roof  was 
elected  chairmaa  of  tiia  faculty.  Th.e  schiolaiisftiip,  educational  enthusl- 
alsm,  dndustry  amd  devotedness  to  his  chtosein  profelssLan  were'  aever  doubt- 
ed; but  fhie  frie'flds  of  the  iinstitutioui  did  m\ot  know  as  to  hl!s  executive  and 
adminisfci'ative  gifts.  But  it  gives  us  pleaism*e  tO'  state  that  the  affairs  of 
the  college  were  never  in  better  shape  fiaaiicially  and  otherwiise,  aind 
that  all  salaries  to  the  present  month  have  been  promptly  met  in  full. 

At  the  full  meeting  of  the  Board  last  June,  Pi-of.  Edwin  H.  Foster,  then 
teachimg  English  with  great  prestige  iiu  Waco,  Tex.,  was  elected  to  the 
Ohair  of  Eagilish,  which  he  is  tilling  with,  signal  ability. 

Ptt'of.  Edgar  P.  Hogaai,  one'  of  our  own  graduates  of  recent  yeaavs,  was 
elected  toi  the  Cftiair  of  Natural  Sciences,  in  which  he  is  giving  the  most 
emLneuit  satisfaction.  Isi  addition,  lie  is  alsoi  Commaadaiat  of  the  Cadet 
Corps. 

The  present  session  of  Ho'ward  CoEege  opened  tSeptember  21,  and  will 
close  June  8. 

The  recent  smallpoK  and  yellow  fever  epidemics  laatui-ally  reduced  the 
attendance  for  the  tiret  term;  yet,  m  the  face  of  all  this,  the  College  has 
enrolled  up  to  this  time  131  studeints,  just  oine  lesls  tbain  the  number  en- 
rolled for  tlie  same  period  laist  year;  and  there  are  bi;ight  proispects  for 
a  largely  iueiieased  a.tteudance  after  Ohristmas. 

MINISTERIAL  STUDENTS. 

Of  the  32  m'inisteiriial  istudemtvs  on  the  College  roster,  22  are  actively  en- 
gaged in  preaching,  11  regularly  and  11  occasiotiailly.  Maiiiy  places  of  des- 
titutloin  are  supplied  with  the  pateaching  of  the  Word  by  them. 

GENERAL,  IMPROVEMENTS. 

Since  the  opeioiug  of  th»e  prese\nt  session,  a  ba.th  room  has  been  fitted 
up  and  amply  provided  wliithi  liot  a.nd  cold  batiis  for  the  studeints;  the 
water  supply  haisi  beeai  improved  in  quality,  quantity  and  pressure  oy 
exte'ndifiig  tlie  main  and  digging  a  reservoir  at  a  poijat  where  a  lasting 
spring  of  pure  water  issues  from  the  mountain  s£de.  A  gymnasium  fund 
has  been  started,  and  now  amouints  to  about  $150,  and  if  the  frieaids  of 
the  College  can  be  ictereeted  In  thi«  mat)t«r  we  shiall  soon  have  a  firtt- 
class  gymnasium.     The  campus  also  has  been  Lmproived. 
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IMPROVEMENTS  IN  THE  COURISE  OF  STUDY. 

Sevea'al  improyemente  lia.ve  been  made  in  Wie  course  of  study.  Botany 
has:  l>eefa  added  to  th,e  department  of  Natural!  Sdetiees.;  the  course  in 
English  lie  eompreheniaive,  piiogi*es:s,i.ve  and  interesting;  th.e  French  amd 
Germaa  counses  hiave  eacb  been  extended  tor  two  yetois;  the  coun&e  iin 
Ancient  Lamguages  is  ane  of  the  best  in  tiae  ISouth;  seveTal  new  and  im- 
pi'iove'd  text-boo'ks.  iiavei  supplanted  tflie  old  e'ditioas  in  the  department 
of  Mathematics;  th,e  department  of  Philosophy  has  been  extended  to  a 
twO'  yeans'  counse,  and  dncludeis  Pisychoilogj^  Neurology,  Ethics,  Peda.- 
gogy  afld  Evidences.'  of  Chcastliiacjlity. 

The  students  are  kite*reis,ted,  and  are  doing  excellent  work  in  all  de- 
partmeints. 

The  chairma-n  of  the'  faculty  is  making  strenuous  effoirts  to  establish  a 
department  of  Civlil  amd  Me'cfliatnicail  Engimeei-ing  at  Vhe  beg'innlimg  of  the 
second  term,  but  ,is  hiampeired  by  lack  of  funds..  He'  thinks  a  well-equipped 
professor  for  th.e  de'pai'^tment  cain  be  secured  for  th,e  seeocd  half  of  the 
present  year  fai'  aljout  $600,  and  thiat  after  this  year  the  department  will 
be  more  tham  iself-suppol'ting  by  reason  of  tihe  additiouial  students  it  wlill 
Bittract  to  the  College.  We  should  rejoiice  :if  tSiiis  convemtion  deviise'  some 
meatois  by  wlhieh  the  necessary  amoiunt  can  be  contributed,  that  the  de- 
partment may  be  esta,bUshe'd. 

The  entire  floating  indel>tedness  of  the  Codleige  for  the  erectr..o«i  of  thie 
dott-mi.tories^  heater,  etc.,  is  $13,612.  iSo  thait  t^ie  entire  debt  lis  $33,612. 
This-,  against  the  floating  rumoffis  that  the  entire  debt  was  over  twice  this 
amount;  and  against  thiie  $13,0€0  of  floa'tifcg  iinde'btedmess  we  "have  notes, 
now  in  our  possession  given  by  brethren.  These  notes  were  formerly 
hypothecated  to  the  Pfiiladelphia  Truist  Company,  but  upon  the  satisfac- 
tory settlement  and  readjustment  of  the  bonded  indebtedness,  as  the 
trustees  stipulated  they  were  returned  to  us.  As  now  the  entire  amount 
of  these  notes  will  go  to  thie  College,  we  earnestly  recommend,  where  it 
can  be  done,  that  theee  notes  be  paid. 

At  as  early  a  date  ais  possible  tBiei  tnstitutioli  should  be  reMeved  of  debt^ 
and  steps  taken  looking  -bo  adequately  endowing  the  Co'Uege. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  would  recommend  that  e'vei-y  Baptist  church  in 
Ala,bama  be,  aTid  is,  m'ged  by  the  Alabama  .Baptist  State  Convewtio'n 
to  appoiint  at  once  a  committee  of  five,  to  be  known  as  tlie  Howard  Col- 
lege Committee,  the  duties  of  which  committee  S'haU  be  to  assist  the 
College  faculty  Ln  securing  students,  and  in  such  otliier  waiys  as  may 
seem  lielpful,  the  name  of  the  chairman  of  said  committee  to  be  sent 
to  the  college. 

The  truistees  of  Howard  CoMege  offer  bo  th^e  Bapt1>st  Higti  iSchools  amd 
Institutes  of  Ala.bama  the  follqwing 

PLAN  OF  AFFILIATION. 

1.  That  these  schools  adopt  the  curriculum  of  study  of  Howard  College, 
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usLag  tlie  same  text-books  as  far  a;s  their  eoim',se  exteudis,  and  that  the 
presidents  and  principals  of  lli'ei&e  schools  will  nise  their  ILnflueuce  to  isetnd 
pupils  to  the  Ho\A-'ard  after  they  have  finished  their  course  in  these  schools. 

2.  Tlxat  Howard  College  agrees  to  receive  atay  student  of  thei^e  schools 
inta  its  clasises  upo-u  a,  certificate  of  the  presidetit  or  pirincupal  of  the 
school  from  wh^emce  ^\-e  comes  as  to  h.is  advancement  withoait  examitia- 
t'lon. 

3.  That  the  president  or  princiipal  of  the  school  (or  proq^)er  auifoorities;) 
wisli;.ng  toafBliate  with  Howard  College 'in  tine  mamner  istateu.  notify  ith.e 
president  of  Howard  College  of  his  acce<i>tance  of  this  pladi,  and  wh.en  iso 
notified,  suc-ti  school  shall  be  pla,ced  upon  tlie  roll  ais  one  of  the  afBliate'd 
schools  of  Ho'ward  College.  This  plan  of  aftiliatiioii  will  also  apply  to  all 
other  preparatory  and  high  «ehools,  viot  Baptist,  In  the  State  tti.at  may 
wiish  to  thus  affiliate  u'fiith  Howard  College.

REPORT  OF   THE   BOARD   OF   MINISTERIAL   EDUCATION. 

The  Board  of  Ministerial  Educatioin,  in  subni'itting  trills  ithetir  first  re- 
port, might  recite  thie  difficulties  by  which  thiey  h,a.ve  been  coiafronteid  dur- 
ing a  year  of  unusual  calamitlies,  'in  Avhich  all  of  our  denom'inatioual  in- 
terests have  suffered,  but  these  are  facits  famiillar,  as  well  las  painful,  to 
us  all. 

THE   MINISTERIAL  \STUDENTS   IN   HOWARD   COLLEGE. 

1.  THOSE  OF  LAST  ISESSION.— There  were  tliirty  miaiiisterial  students 
at  Howard  College  laist  sesis,ioin.  Nine  of  these  were  self-supporting,  ten 
pa'id  a,  pa.r't  of  tibeir  expenses-,  wMle  eleven  were  entirely  depeiade'Ut  upou 
denomi.nattional  support.     Tlhere  were  five  married  students  last  seission. 

2.  THE  PREISENT  SESSION.— We  IJtive  thiirty-two  miuCsteriial  stu- 
died hs  this  seissioD,  with  the  prospect  of  more  the  secoind  tcli-m.  Fourteen 
of  these  are  self-supporting,  five  are  paying  part  of  theii*  expenses,  and 
thirteen  are  asking  for  full  support.  Nine  are  ia  fhe  Fi-eshmain  cla.ss. 
six  in  the  'Sophomore,  .seven  m  tflie  Junior,  seven  in  the  Senior  and  three 
in  tbe"  preparatory.  There  are  six  married  istudentis  thiis  sesisrou.  Quite 
a  "umber  of  tiiie  sfude'at.s/  are  actively  engia.ged  in  preaching.  They 
preach  on  an  average  aliout  eight  liundred  sermons  during  the  sessiioiu. 
At  present  eleveta  are  preachJug  regularly,  and  eleven  oiccasionally. 

Last  session  there  were  eig5it  ;stadents  iin  the  SemfJiary  from  Alabama; 
this  sessiom  tbei'e  are  twelve.

2.  FINANCIAL.— The  object  af  the  Boiard  Ls  to  help  ouily  those  who 
need  bielp;  thierefore  it  refuses,  to  contribute  auylftiing  to  a  istud'eiit  who 
hais  resou'reeis  of  hiiis  own.  The  Boatt'd  very  ■ea.ruevstly  aslis  fhat  the  ch.urcu 
and  Asiso<ciiatiO'U  g^i.viug  eiadolrsemieiit  of  a  brotli^er,  i,>',igmfy,  at  the  same 
time,  their  purpose  to  rt-ndeu"  h.im  tiiuuiicial  aOd  to  ithe  extent  of  Ms  ne- 
cessities, or  th.e.ir  ablLity. 

3.  EDUCATIONAL,— The  Board  at  its  last  session  deiCided  to  require 
all  beuefiicia:rliets,  heirciafter,  to  be  i»'K?pa.red  for  th,e  Freshman  clasis  befor^' 
entieaCug  Hoi\v.ard  College.

Triisbeas  amd  the  demominatioa  tJiu'OiUg'hoiut  the  State  have  muc'h,  cause 
for  rejoicing  aind  gratiitude  O'ver  thie  proisperoms  year,  and  t'he  moist  en- 
couragiicg  outlook  foi"  thre  fiituxe. 

During  the  session  133  pupils  were  enrolled,  of  whiom  90  were  board- 
ers. Fourtt'eia  teaclier.><.  repreisentiug  all  the  depiartuitints  of  a  liui-s!bed 
education,  wtire  employed.  Two  officers  of  the  Home  Department,  wit'h 
the  Preisidelut,  had  the  oveilsight  of  fiie  home  life  of  the  boardeTH.

The.  work  dome  iai  all 
departmeintts  was  of  a  'hjghi  grade  and  exceedingly  gratifying,  and  durliing 
rhe  sessictn  a  deep  relig.iouls  influence  pervaded  the  school,  and  t'he  repu- 
taticia  of  the  .Tudwson  in  fhe  educa<tioin  and  development  of  Christian 
woman liiood  was  sustaitae'd  to  an  u'uusual  degree. 

Tlie  Presliideut.  Rev.  Robert  (4.  Patrick.  D.  D.,  Iiais  proved  h.imiseJf  iia 
evett'y  respect  the  righlt  man  in  the  rig'ht  place.  More  than  the  uisual 
numlwjir  of  problems  have  presented  Hiemf^elveis  during  fbe  past  year, 
but  liiis  coBiiiecrated  tact  and  wisdom  enabled  him  to  isoilve  isuccesis fully 
all  of  tliem,  atnd  everything  ils  movi«ig  alouig  smoo'th/ly  under  his  adminis- 
trat'ion,  wUh  tlie  prospects  fov  the  future  brighteli-  thian  they  have  been 
for  many  years.

Tliis  was  madt  i)OiHsible  by  the  gen- 
eirosity  of  Brother  J.  C.  Bush  of  Mobile,  wlio  agreed  to  fuimis'h  $8000 
i.*f4W0  of  which  wa.s  a  giift  iji  the  niame  of  hi:.s  wif*',  one  of  the  Judison's 
mast  aceompliihlhed  amd  devoted  graduates,  and  $4000  a.s.  a  loan  wit5iotit 
niteieist)  cm  coinditiou  lUi.at  the  whole  debt  be  paid  in  a  specified  time. 
Preside!Ut  Patrick  immedUitely  took  the  field  and  called  upon  the  Bap- 
t.ists  of  tlie  State  for  help,  vv^o  responded  nobly  aud  pirompntly.  We  make 
m^ntiom  also  of   t(he  libeHaUty  of   the  bo.ndholdeti'is.   wh.o   met  us   i,n   the 
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Spirit  of  equity,  aiud  gemerouisly  conceded  a  poiiiou  of  the  debt,,  aud  ot 
tlhie  iserviceB  without  reniivaeiratliou  df  Drs.  Georj^'e  B.  Eageft-  a.nd  A.  J. 
Dickinson  and  O't'hii-  brethi'tic,,  wliio  nobly  set-ouded  the  ett'otrts  of  the 
President. 

It  ,iis  our  pileasure  'to  rejiort  tfciat  by  tJie  excelleu't  bmsitnieisis  maihagement 
of  Dr,.  P-a trick  the  floating  debt  has  also  been  about  liquidated. 

BETTER  FACILITIES. 

One  result  of  tlie  lifting  of  the  debt  wau<  th.ait  the  Judsom  was  enabled 
immedl:,ately  to  furn.i,s,h  better  faicili tit's.  Thie  property,  w'hic'h  hais  neces- 
sarily been  neg'.ected  for  several  years,  was  rei^aii'ed  and  put  in  first-class 
cotndition,  and  some  improvements  were  made.  New  carpetis  were 
bouglit  for  all  tlie  sleeping  rooois  and  \ue\v  tiable  wau-e  for  the  Dining  De- 
partment. In  additfoui  quite  a  nuuibe'r  of  new  high,  gjade  puanos  liave 
been  added  to  the  music  department.  The  Library  has  lalso  shared  in 
thio  geaulral  good  fortuine,  amd  a  uumlier  of  new  books  h,ave  been  bouglit. 
But  there  is  great  nee'd  of  'Stome  frieind  or  friendis  who  will  furnish  tihe 
means  for  niakiBig  oth^tr  neetled  additions  to  the  already  excellent 
Libra;ry. 

INCREASED  NUMBER  OF  PUPILS. 

Theise  Inci'tased  facilities  have  had  their  weight  in  increasing  t5ie 
number  of  pupils.  Already  there  have  been  enrolled  150  pupils,  of  whom 
110  are  boardiftig  pupils,  a  number  greater  than  for  se'veral  yeans  past, 
aui(d  ot^iiens  are  expe'Oted  sooei,.  But  for  the  yeJlow  feVel"  eplidemic,  wSilch 
shtut  O'Ut  t'he  MislsLssippi,  Louisiana  aiad  isoine  of  the  Alabama  patro'nage, 
the  Judson  would  have  beeci  taxed  to  accommodate  all  who  would  prob- 
ably Uiave  come.  As  lit  is,  :it  ;iis  cause  for  g-ratitude  that  t!he  institutioiu 
hais  such  a  large  board'taig  patronage,  greater,  perliapis,  than  that  of  aRiy 
other  female  isdliiool  in  the  \State,  Tvliich.  ehargeis  a  reaisoinabde  rate  for 
tuition  a)ud  board,  and  thait  all  sectioms  of  Alabama  are  bo>  generally 
represented. 

INCREASED  TEACHING  FORCE. 

T!he  large  attendafiice  hais  compelled  the  Trusteeis  to  make  additions  to 
the  already  large  a.nd  excellent  facuJty.  Especially  full  wais  tlie  mulsic 
de!i-)artmeint,  mecesisii taring  anolther  teacher  for  the  voice  and  piaino.  We 
l)ellleve  tJie;re  are  -sery  few  places  tJnat  ofler  ,so  many  a,nd  so  great  ad- 
vantages as  the  Juillson  does  just  siow.  It  Is  eispeclally  gratifying  to 
note  the  iilgli  order  of  work  done  asid  the  never  failing  devotion,  of  the 
pup.il,s  to  tiie  Judisom.  A  Silight  evidtince  of  tblis'  was  the  presentation  re- 
cently by  the  history  claims  o-f  48  volumes  of  hfetoi*y  to  tlie  Li'brary.  Im- 
deed,  the  suceelss  of  our  school  is  due,  to  a  great  extent,  toi  the  devot'on 
of  tlKOKe  wliiO'  ai'ie  or  have  l>een  lielr  pupite. 

At  preseliit  tli,e  pupils  and  Aluminae  are  endeavoring  to  rafee  $5000  to 
be  kno'^vn  as  the  Averett  iVIemorial  Fund,  rim  memouT  of  the  late  beloved 
Presid'emt,  S.  W.  Averett,  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be  used  to  educate 
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poor  and  wortSiy  gi:rLs.  Tbey  have  already  met  wcithi  a  gra'tiify'ng  meas- 
ure of  sncceisis,  iiaviug  on  hand  or  i\a  pledgeis;  about  one  thoaiisalnd  dolilans. 
atid  we  coaumeiiul  tdris  raovement  to  the  sympathy  and  support  of  our 
Ix-etJirreu. 

HEALTH  GOOD. 
We  are  pleased  to  repoi't  the  'healtUi  of  the  scho'Ol  good.    Id  the  begin 
ning  of   thf.s   session   thelre  were  five  caeete   of  sickiaeiss— all   contriacted 
elsewnere — but  we  are  glad  to  reitoi't  tdxat  the  pupils  of  the  school  are  at 
present  all  well. 

OUR  BAPTIST  SCHOOL. 
We  would  call  attentioa  to  tSie  fact  fhat  this  is  oiu-  Baptist  school  for 
girls  and  young  woniem,  and  delserveis  the  hearty  suppolrt  of  eveiry  Bap 
tist  in  the  State.  It  is  pre-eiuviuiently  a  Chxistiain  scinool;  the  Bible  is 
taught  regularly  and  sjistematicaMy  by  the  pastor  of  tSie  Siloam  c-'hurcli, 
Kev.  Paul  V.  Bouiau',  and  tiie  aiim  is  tibat  every  pupil  wIko  goes  out  from 
tLe  Judison  shall  be  a.  cultivated  Chrlitstuan  woman.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  ORPHANS'  HOME. 

Our  last  report  embraced  the  operations  of  the  "Home"  up  to  the  1st  of 
November,  1896,  amd  the  prelsemt  l^epol•t  covei's  our  work  from  that  time 
until  the  1st  of  December,  1897,  makiiag  tlhe  period  of  time  thirteen  ki- 
stead  of  twelve'  moathis.  'S^'nce  our  last  i-eport  we  hiave  receuved  five  (5) 
boj'B  and  eiighit  (8)  gtrlsi,  making  a  to'tai  of  thirteen. 

Siuice  tlie  "Home"  was  esta.blisJiied  we  have  rece-ived  into  it  35  boys 
and  39  girls,  and  have  let  out  by  apprenticeship  2  boys,  returned  to 
their  people  5  boys  aad  4  girls,  let  out  by  adoptiou  10  boys  and  12 
girls,  and  we  now  have'  in  the  hoim^e  18  boys,  and  23  giirls. 

These  children  come  from  19  counties,  as  follows:  Barbour  2,  Butler  3, 
Conecuh  2,  Est-ambia  11,  Lee  3,  Marietigo  4,  Montgomery  2,  Bibb  2, 
Chambeais  1,  Co'Viington  8,  Jefferson  8,  Limestoiae  1,  Monroe  4,  Pike  2, 
Russell  1,  Talladega  8,  Tallapoosa  2.  Tuskalooisa  3,  Walker  G. 

The  internal  management  as  ind'icaited  ;ia  our  last  reipon't  is  still  pur- 
sued. Our  effort  isi  to  cultivate  the  refieiemeeit  and  mutual  love  of  a  well 
regulated  Christian  home,  to\  .inspire  a  spirit  of  mutual  helpfulneiss  a)nd 
seif-reLiaince,  as  a  basis  upon  whlich  to  build  true  chiaracter.  Wiitih  thts 
end  in  view  the  boys  are  required  to  do  farm  work,  look  after  the  sttock 
and  such  other  heavy  work  as  miay  be  unsuitable  for  the  girls.  The  girls 
are  required  to  look  after  the  housework,  cooking,  mendiiug  aind  such. 
othei-  dutieis:  as  coaue  properly  witlhun  tLeir  sphere.  Wlitlh  vei-y  little  out- 
side help  the  boys  have  made  this  year  a  good  ci'op  of  corn  amd  hay,  and 
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will  kill  about  1500  pounds  of  pork.    Besides  tliiis.,  they  hiave  radsed  a;  fiine 
lot  of  poiiilbry,  a.nd  isuffieient  vegetableis  for  the  use'  of  th.e  "Home." 

Tii'e  children  are  all  in  schoiol,  tlie  ismall  otneis  beiaxg  tauglat  i:,n  the 
"Home"'  by  oae  of  the  laxgei-  girls  under  the  diirection  of  the  matroia. 
Th,e  larger  chiildrein  are  seint  tO'  the  public  ischaol,  where  tuition  is  freto, 
the  matriciiLatioii  a.nd  ijieidemtal  feeis  betag  ftrom  ^5  to  $10  per  annum 
for  each  pupil. 

All  tine  cliildrein  a,re  iieiquired  to  attend  Ch.urch  and  Sunday  Sc'nool. 
The  health  of  tiie  children  hais  beein  excelleait  foil-  the  pa(s.t  year. 

We  a.re  making  some  much,  needed  imp;ro'veme(iit.s,  which,  wnesi  finisli- 
ed,  will  give  uis  eleven  addittonal  roonTS,  and  .add  much  to  t3ie  comfoi't  of 
tbe  old  rooms.  We  have  endeavored  to  make  these  lmpix)ve'ments  a;5 
we  felt  able,  and  to  avoid  going  in  debt  beyond  our  abilrity  to  pay  wheii 
due.  We  au'^e  bi,ow  im  greva/t,  need  of  funds  to  eniable  us  to  fiuisib  up  the 
work  in  pix)gresis,  ais  well  as.  to  meet  oiur  daily  expeuses  for  such  food 
:iB  we  have  to>  buy. 

Since  our  laist  report  we  received  $800  throaig'n  the  bequest  of  the  late 
AmoB  Chapmaai,  a  former  eiiitizea  of  MioSiigaiu,  but  a  citiizen  of  Ootnecuh, 
couuty  at  the  lime  of  his  death.  Mr.  Chapman  was  a  uoble-hearted 
man,  whO'  wais  impressed  wi^th  the  work  of  our  "Home"  a»nd  its  meeds. 
and  though  not  a  member  of  any  ctouTch,  was  a  believer  i'u  that  prac- 
tical religion  wSiich  mamifeistcs  itiself  in  good  worte. 

His  bequest  was  of  some  lauds  situated  in  Baldwin  couuty,  to  some 
of  which  tine  tiitle  was  imvolved,  atnd  his  relativeis  in  the  North  be'gan  a 
contest  of  his  will  ais  ia,gadnst  oiur  bequest.  After  looking  linto  the  matter 
We  couicluded  to  accept  a  compromise  of  $800  rattier  than  become  in- 
volved in  a  long  Iliitigation.  With,  this  moliiey  we'  were  enabled  to  do 
much,  of  the  meeded  improve memts  on  our  buildings.  It  is  our  purpose 
to  tinisli  up  the  work  by  the^  lOtii.  of  next  Marcln,  and  be  free  from  de.bt, 
wheia  we  w.ish  to  dedicate  the  "Homei"  We  appeal  to  our  noble  hearted 
brethrein  and  .siisters.  tO'  help  us  to  accomplish  '[Ms,  the  great  desire  of 
our  hearts. 

We  are  profoiundly  grateful  to  God  for  His   wonderful  goodnesis   and 
overruling  providemce,'  and  to  all  th*ose  who'  have  atided  us  from  time  to 
time  in  the  prosecution  of  tJiiis  labor  of  love.

REPORT  ON  WOMAN'S  WORK. 

We  find,  on  investigation,  that  there  is  a  general  awalveuing  among 
tlie  women  of  tlie  &outli  to  tlie  respo-nstibiiity  restlliag  upon  them  to.  aid 
in  advancimg  tJie  Master's,  liiugdom. 

Increased  activity  and  interest  are  manifested  on  every  liaud.  Th,> 
time  has  come  wli.eu  BaphLst  women  are  rising  up  ovi  the  rig'lit  and  on 
the  left,  and  saySng.  "What. shall  I  render  unto  the  Lord  for  all  His  ben- 
efits tO'ward  me?"  It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  permanent  wioi-k  thart  has 
been  done  by  the  Chrlistian  women  of  onr  Stiate  since  the  appointment 
of  a  State  central  committee  eiigh,t  yeans  ago. 

They  are  not  only  multiplying  socLetiets  among  themiselves,  to  estab- 
lish and  sti-engtlien  the  missliouary  couvicttou,  but  they  are  orga,n.iz:ag 
societies  among  the  children  and  young  peoiple  as  well.  Tweuty-niui; 
new  misisioa  societies  and  btindvs  have  been  formed  during  itlie  p«st  year. 
Mrs.  T.  A.  Hamilton,  we  are  happy  to  say,  has  rettu'ned  to  the  State,  and 
has  talven  chargie  of  the  Sunbeams,  wli.ich  malv.es  the  outlook  for  the  chil- 
dren more  promising. 

During  its  existence  the'  AVoman's  Missionary  Union  has  achieved 
great  results.  In  1888.  the  first  year  of  the  Society,  $14,316  were  raised 
for  foreign  missions,  and  $6,723  were  raised  for  home  missions.  Last  year 
they  raised  for  these  two  boards  $53,407.  The  last  report  shows  the  work 
among  the  women  to  be.  on  the  increase.  They  work  in  perfect  harmony 
witli.  th,e  cliurches  and  a.s  auxipliiariete  of  th-e  Southern  Baptis't  eonveoition. 

Your  committee  cannot  close  thfe  report  without  referrli.ug  to  the  labors 
and  death  of  Sister  I.  C.  Brown.  Several  yeans  ago  the  convention  haiiled 
with  muchi  satisfaction  her  appointment  to  the  position  of  correspondiog 
secretary.  Her  qualities  of  h,ead  and  heart  emii.neutly  fitted  her  for  the 
position. 

We  cannot  refrain  from  putting  oa  record  onr  entire  satisfaictLon  with 
her  work,  and  oiu-  soitow  at  losing  h,ei-,  together  wltii  the  prayer  that 
her  mantle  m<ay  fall  upon  th.e '^iiouldens  of  hev  worthy  daughter,  who  has 
been  selected  to  fiU  the  vacancy. 

Let  us  thank  God  for  this  movement,  for  this  aid  which  He  has  so  gi-a- 
eiously  vouchsafed  to  us,  and  give  them  our  earnest  sympathy  and  co- 
operation. The  Union  earnestly  pleads  for  a  Christmas  offering  from 
every  woman  and  child  in  the  State  to  foreign  missions.

2.  That  no  one  be  received  as  a  benefic:iai"y  who  cannot  enter  ais  high 
as  the  Fresh  main  clas's. 

3.  That  the  faculty  make  the  six  weeks'  reports  of  the  ministerial  stu- 
dents to  the  Board  of  Ministerial  Education,  and  in  case  the  student  is 
not  makiiug  ■a.  satiisfaatory  reeoa'd  in  his'  studies,  and  cannot  be  induced 
to  do  so,  he  forfeits  his  right  to  support  from  the  Board. 

4.  That  we  deem  it  to  be  the  wis.est  and  best  p'au  for  the  contributions 
"Which  may  be  mad^e  for  minestei-ial  e'divcaticn  to  be'  gratuitous  gifts  to 
the  beuieficiailJes,  with  the  underistaindiug  tha-t  all  be  required  to  execute 
their  notes  payable  to  the  Board  of  Mdniisterial  Education,  or  their  /suc- 
cesisoi's  in  office,  with,  legal  (intereis\t  :if  at  any  time  during  life  they  should 
abandon  -the  work  of  the  minlistay.

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 
Th.ro>ugh  home  mission  work  is  to  come  our  salvation  from  many  i>erils 
seriously  threatening  us,  both  as  a  natiiioo  land  denomLna'tiom,  as  welll  as 
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our  deveiopment  iu  the  priuciples  aud  graces  of  Christianity.  The  bligbt- 
iug-  evils  with  which  we  are  thi'eate'ued  by  the  presence  of  people  of  dif- 
ferent racus  and  uatioualliti&s,  eachi  struggliug  for  supremacy;  by  the 
rapid  influx  of  foreign  immigran'tis,  many  of  w'hom  are  hostile  to  all 
law  aud  order,  aud  thrtateiming  bo  turn  liberty  i'uto  licenise,  cannot  bo 
oiverestj mated.  But  it  becomeis  uis  as  Baptists,  imbued  wii.th  the  Word  of 
God,  to  viie'w  home  miis.s,ion  work  from  a  different,  a  higher,  am  evangelis- 
tic standpoint,  a,nd  study  and  isuppoa't  hiome  miisisions,  because  througli 
that  work  lis  to  come  the  salvatilon  from  si'u  of  millionis  of  souls  in  o^ir 
laiud. 

T'he  work  done,  while  not  a  tithe  of  that  which  remains  to  be  dctae,  has 
been  gratifying.  The  blesising  of  God  has  rested  upon  ut  far  beyond  our 
deserts.  Tbe  Board  reports  tbe  work  done  during  -th-e  last  Southern  con- 
vention year  as  follows:

The  work  to  be  done',  hoiwever,  demands  a  large  increase  of  lalxtrers 
and  a  carres'pondingly  large  increase  of  contriibaitions  from  tli*^  churches. 
The  amount  tl^e  Board  rece'ived  laist  year  from  all  sources  ($103,848) 
might  be  well  .sipent  hi  Texais  alotli'e,  and  not  mare  than  meet  the  i*eal  de- 
mands of  that  great  mission  field.  AV.hat,  then,  is  'this  sum  to  the  woirk 
■needed  to  be  done  among  the  negroies,  among  our  rapidly  increasing  for- 
eign population,  among  the  sturdy  mo«intaineeirs  of  Viirginia,  Northi  Car- 
olina, Tennessee,  South  Oaroliaia,  Georgia,  and  Alabama,  Florida  a,nd 
Louisiana,   ATkan\sas,   ludiiaoj   Territory,    Oklsabomia.,   and  tn   the  rapidly 
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growing  fltiesi  aind  towES  all  OA-ei"  our  ^SoavtMaud?  The  iudicaitiio'us  of  the 
early  establishment  of  Cuba'.s  independence  poilnt  to  vastly  iucreaKeKl  de- 
uiiauds  from  that  mdst  fruitful  miisteion  field  in  the  luear  future. 

The  resources  with  wh.ich  we  are  to  meet  these  gi-ow:iig  ne'eds  are  'the 
million  and  a  quai'ter  of  Baptists  in  our  So-utheru  Zio'n.  As  yet,  however, 
our  vast  mine  of  deuoml;,uatioual  wealth  and  power  'is  l>eiing  worked  only 
on  the  surface.  What  great  fhings  the  Lord  will  do  for  uis,  and  through 
us,  and  in  us,  wh.en  all  our  resc-urces  shiall  be  made  lavailable.  who  cam 
tellV  J.   V.   DICKINSON.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

Your  committee  notes  some  highly  gratifying  facts  in  connec-tiotn  wiitb. 
foiretgn  miissicns.  The  number  of  eonvea'tis,  their  excellent  chiaracter,  the 
decrease  of  obstac^les  political,  social  and  religious,,  the  increasing  de- 
votaon  of  miasionaries  to  thelir  woirk.  inotwiithstanding  the  hardteliiipis  ajid 
perils  they  have  to  encounter;  the  groiwiiag  interest  of  nearly  all  Chris- 
tiato  denominatioaiis  fai  the  work,  the  increasing  number  of  well  qualiified 
appliciaiutis  for  a.ppointmetnt  to  every  part  of  the  field,  not  excepting  tlie 
most  bewiighte'd  and  hostile;  the  increasing  amo'Unt  of  the  comtributiions; 
the  growing  conviction  amang  Ohniistians  tha.t  commerce,  ednoaltion  and 
oither  human  enterprises  are  to  be  prosecuted  eh-iefly  for  the  propagatioin 
of  the  gospel  amang  the  natlions;  the  Lord's;  promise  of  Has  presence  with 
uis  to  the  end  of  the  world^these  amd  other  ciOnsideratiilO'DS  are  extremeJy 
inispiring.    We  ■allude     to  them  mith  unspe'akable  pleasure. 
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On  the  other  hand,  there  are  less  pleiais.i,ag-  features,  of  which  v:e  ought 
to  take  oog'uizauee  :u  the  hope  of  bi'iugiug  about  a  better  coiuditio'n  of 
thiL'ugs.  iio  th.e  i-hurehe'S.  The  Foreign  :\Ljsaiou  Board  of  thie  Southern  Bap- 
tist Coaiyeiitiou  is  serlouiSjly  hiudeu'ed  iu  its  'operaitioiuis  by  iuisu'fflcieuey  ol" 
fundis.  Whiile  ueai-ly  all  tdolatroius  cO'Uiutriiee,  with  theiir  miUiouis  of  pop- 
ula,tiO'U,  are  oiieu  to  th^e  miiss:;ouar}%  and  s'odJy  meu  and  womeiu  are  eager 
to  L-uter  and  take  p'Oteteeisisiou  in  the  uame  of  the  LoitI,  the  Board  iis  u'uabJe 
to  oliiraJn  the  meauis  ueoessary  for  thie  work.  Evem  some  of  our  ve'iy  bast 
ui'ssioiiaries,  wlio  liave  done  priceless  service  in  time  past,  uow  iu  this 
country  ou  a  visit,  are  unable  to  return  because  the  Board  cannot  afford 
them  a.  support. 

Nor  is  tli.e  constituency  of  the  Alabama.  BaptJnt  Coaveution  without  re- 
pnoaicli.  i'lii  this  matter.  Thie  viet  coatnibutiO'Uis  to  foreign  niisteious  from 
the  oiiLe  hundred  and  eigh.teen  thousand  whcte  Baptiste  of  "this  State  for 
the  twelve  montliis  t  nding  lasst  May  aggregate  only  six  thousand  one  hum- 
dred  and  seveoi  dollars  avad  tsixty-tlu-ee  ceoitte,  making  a  little  over  Ave 
centiS  per  member.  Of  tiiiiise  thei'e'  are,  In  round  uuinbeirs,  oine  thouisand 
ordained  mlinrsters,  so  tliat  the-  eontributlioms  are  a  little  over  six  doUaris 
for  everj'  ordained  miniisttr  i\n  our  rainkis. 

iMiic-h  of  tills  amount  was  not  earned  and  laid  aside  for  tliis  eause  by 
the  cointril)utors  from  a,  deKi.berate  purpose  born  of  abiidiug  love  to  God 
aind  His  kingdom,  but  av.;iis  designed  foa*  .some  mott'e  evirthy,  iseltiish  ulse, 
and  wais  finally  appropriated  tO'  missions  uiudea*  the  iuifluence  of  special 
sermons,  warm  public  appeals,  direct,  urgent,  personal  solicitations  of 
comni[tt-e'ts,,  and  imder  presi^ure  of  oth(er  means  employed  by  the  moire 
ardent  advoc-aites  of  the  caiUise  in  the  belief  that  if  the  o-wners  were  left 
to  their  habitual  d'i,spoisition,  the  money  would  laever  find  its'  way  i.nto  the 
treaisuiy  of  any  foreiign  mi,S(Sion  oirganizutlion.  Juist  how  much  comevs  um- 
der  this  deiscriptioii  we'  cannot  tell,  but  that  portion  of  the  fund  is  no  ex- 
pression of  mlsisioiaary  zeal  ow  the  part  of  the  gJvea\s. 

Furtliermore,  thfiis  scant  amou'ut,  largely  obtali.ued  bj-  such  meauis,  ca,me 
from  the  fe'w,  and  those  few  the  isame  persons  in  the  main  who  pay  th.e 
pastor'is  salary  and  other  expenses  of  the  local  church  aind  Sabbath  sii'liooil, 
contribute  to  .indigent  mimiistens,  the  Orphians'  Home,  Howard  and  Jutl- 
son  Cdilleges,  ministerial  e'ducafcion,  assoeiationai  miiasfions,  S-taite  mis^ 
sion,s.  home  misislons^  and  whatever  else  isi  undertaken  by  the  churchies 
for  the  glory  of  God  and  the  good  of  mankriind.  We  believe  that  a  large 
majority  of  our  members  couitribute  nothing  for  foreign  missions,  not 
even  one  cent  a  year,  and  thoutsandis>  not  ome  ceiat  in  a  Jifetime.  We  are 
persuaeled  th.ilsi  j«  true,  not  chiefly  of  tlie  poorest  of  our  people,  but  like- 
Avise  0  f  those  li  n  comfortable  circumstances,  and  of  some  who'  are  prom- 
inent amoing  their  neli,ghbors  for  wealth. 
Of  the  eaatiiibutions  tha\t  are  made  a  large  portion  is  not  given  till  the 
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year  is  fhr  advanced.  Thlvs  deliay  obligeiS  the  Board  to  borrow  mouey  to 
pay  tliie  sjUaries'  ■of  misslonailieis  int  thie  cLoise  of  every  mouth,  thus  ue'ces- 
sitat-i.ng  an  addU.:on,al  expittist'  for  intereist,  which,  dnriug  the  lai^^it  year, 
for  iu^stance,  aggregated  .?2.100.34.  From  May  Iwt  of  th.:is  year  to  October 
loth.  ;i  ptii-Jod  of  five  and  a  hialf  niontJiiS^  the  eut/re  vectl'pirs  from  Alabama 
fur  foreign  missions  were  $380.23.  a  stat'emeut  whicli  shows  that  here 
again  the  Baptists  lof  Alabama  are  at  fault  I'.ke  our  lirethrem  of  oth,er 
States. 

We  beg  leave'  to^  emphujlsize  tJiijit  we  cite  thieise  particulans,  uo't  in  a  ceia- 
soiilious  si:j:rit,  but.  altogether  to  awaken  Inquiry  as  to  what  refoirmis  are 
needed,  and  how  tli.ey  ai'e^  to  be  etftcw'd. 

If  it  be  true  that  the'  liuaincial  burden  of  our  uiperations,  local  aiud  geu- 
erail,  is  borne  chiefly  by  the  few.  .a,nd  not  for  the  reiatsoii  th^it  the  many 
are  lesK  able,  but  are  only  kisis  wi.Uing.  it  'is  O'bviouis  that  the  thing  needed 
',t>  an  'iiiproiV'td  iltepoi-Uioii,  uo>t  wiith.  referriice  to  fore'jg-u  mis.s.;ci.is  me'rely, 
but  with  reference  to  all  Chriisti^an  work  that  iiiivolves  pecuniary  sacri- 
fice. In  tJirs  report,  ho'.wever,  we  treat  the  ma  titer  in  itis  b'Ca.r'iugis  on  for- 
eign mfesl-ons. 

Ho'w  cam  we  eJil'st  our  people  heartily  in  th.is  depiartment  of  Christian 
activity?  Not  wiithout  an  'improvement  of  itheir  Chir.istl'.aiii  character  in 
general.  And  not  uulet^is  the'  Ho'ly  Spirit  accompaaiy  our  effoirts  with  lliis 
graiciouis  ),nfluence.     But  what  measurtis  may  we  employ  to  this  end? 

Fiirs't.  our  effori;s  should  be  addreissed  to  mliiaisit'eris.  as  well  a:s  to  other 
memberis  of  tlit'  churches,  for  the  miuiistea-is  lare'the  leadtir's;  'in  their  h.;ii;idk^, 
as  God',s  insitnimeiiiit.s.  is  the  future  of  the  churclieis. 

S'eeondly,  we  shiould  labor  faithfully  tO'  convince  our  p-eople  thoroughly' 
out  of  th,e  Scriptures  that  God  requires  all  Hiis  children,  iudliv'i dually  and 
in  tha'r  orgau'ized  capacity,  to.  lend  their  aid  by  all  meauis  iu  their  power 
to  the  propagatlicfa  of  the  govsipel  throiughout  the  world. 

Thlirdly,  they  should  be  co,nistiantiIy  exerciis't'd  iu  liberality  to  fofeign 
missions  by  'Stated,  frequent  colleictions— no't  impromptu  collections 
sprung  upon  them  occateaonally  just  be'Caitise  they  are  at  the  moment  tin 
the  humor  for  it— but  collectlious  at  frequeiat  intervals  fixed  at  the  be'- 
giinnl,ng  of  the  ye,ar,  and  for  which  -they  are  tO'  be  encouraged  to  get  and 
lay  up  money  befoirehaud  ais  la  siacred  feature  of  the;i.r  reKigi'Ous  life.  No 
amount  of  teaching  and  exhorta.tio'n  develops  liberaliity  unless  there  Is 
adequate  exercise' lin  that  discretion. 

Foua-thly,  the  miiSsioiia:ry  spirit  sho'uld  be  istea.illily  nouriished  by  a  gen- 
erous supply  of  infoniiation  on  the  progress  of  the  work;  information  as 
to  its  past  h.istcu-y;  information  pertaining  to^  the  plans  now  Tin  use.  and 
the  men  who  are  operating  them,  and  how  they  are  operated;  informatiou 
on  the  fields,  the  hiistoiy,  -temper  and  coindition  of  the  populatiioiais;  the 
methods,  toiils,  pHi.vations,  perseeutiouls.,  suceesses  'and  tiiiumphis  of  the 
JaboT-ers;  on  the  awakening,  iseeking,  conversion,  rejoicing  and  subvsequeint 
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lives  of  coavei'tis.  and  the  cbeecfulness  wiitb  which  mauy  of  th,em  lay 
themse'-ves  ou  rhe  Lord's  altar  iu  full  pro,spect  of  suffering  iu  body,  purse 
aud  mind.  M:.-i-i;onar:cs  oftim  write  thai  if  thieir  brethreiii  at  home  could 
see  and  hear  \^ilat  th'ty  witness  every  day  among  the  people  to  Avhom 
th'ey  minister,  thure  woiild  be  no  lack  of  zeal  foi"  rh,e  ciause.  This  is  true. 
And  the  constamt  couteuiplaliion  of  the  missiiouary'si  life  through  thie  me- 
d'lun  of  the  pritited  page  'iw  the'  benefit  we  now  propoKe  for  th.e  members 
of  our  -\Jabama  churchfis.  The  Forelign  Mission  Journal,  o'ther  distinc- 
i'.ively  mis,si.onary  ptriodicalis,  our  deaiomiinatlionial  pa'pei'si,  mcludiug  tlhioise 
desigued  eispe'cially  for  the  l&abbath,  ischool,  tractis  en  missions,  the  mauy 
ch.arm;iug  L(i'Oigra;ph.ie,s  of  miiSiSiiouiariieis  aud  kistories  of  missioiuary  enteir- 
prises,  these  are  the  kind  of  literature  with  which  the  houmes  of  our  peo- 
ple and  thi'ii-  pui^tors  ought  tO'  abound.  We  incliule  the  homes  of  paistors, 
for  hiow  can  pa;stoirKi  iiitercKt  theu'r  hciirens  in  mlisiS'ionw  unleiss  thity  are 
fhemselveis  .informed  ■via  tiliie  sxibject?  Every  lavalilable  means  of  getting 
such  literatnre  distributed  in  laviiteh  a.buiidajice  should  be  nsed  with  dili- 
gence. The  wading  of  it  will  kimlle  aud  keep  alive  'the  mlisisiomuy  fla-e 
in  thic  hejirtis  of  the  paistors,  thieir  wives  aud  believing  c'h.ildren;  of  the 
deacons,  tlieir  wives  and  lieiit  vliiaig  childrien:  of  the  wluVle-  nuMub:  rsh.ip  of 
the  churcl].  whictiu-r  located  in  tovviiu  cJty  or  country,  if  the  mliudis  of 
Chriistians  be  constaatly  replenilshied  with  miissiomary  intelligence,  the 
(luestlion  of  ra.iising  fuudis  for  mLssiious  i-s  relieved  of  itis  difficulties. 

The'  Foreign  Mi's^ion  Board  of  tlie  iSouthcrn  Baptist  Ooiiivtfntion  is 
seekiaig  to  ^-.i-cure  in  every  distriet  asisoi'f.ia.liou  one  etlicieni,  unpaid  repre- 
sentatC'Ve  of  its  itrirrots,  through.  w'iio.ui  it  hopes  to  obtani  access  [o-  ev- 
ery cliurcli.  and  tlnis  ii>  -every  nwMuber  of  every  cliurcli..  \A'e  rei-ommcjid 
a  hearty,  uaiiversal  co-opera ticjn  with  the  Board  in  this  tffort  to  'diiffuse 
m:iss'.:()na.ry  intelligence  and  stiimulate  missioiuiry  zeal  among  tlio  Buip- 
tisi:s  of  the  State.

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

It  sbiould.  be  unnecessai'y  amoog  Baptiiists  at  this  Jatie  day  to  urge  ili'..' 
Importauce  of  tlie  Sunday  scliooll.  It  is  among  the  most  important  fac- 
toiK  in  oiu-  obuii'ch  work. 

The-  notion  Las  prevailed  for  a  loug  tame,  and  among  many  people, 
I  bat  the  Sunday  .school  is  foJ.-  ohJldren,  aiad  cMldren.  only.  The  co-use- 
queuce-  hais  been,  that  the  children  are  becom.iiug  not  only  "wise  uuto  sal- 
vation," but  wise  in  tbe  knowledge  of  Bible  tnuhs,  while  many  af  tlje 
older  people  who  stay  at  home  are  drj^ing  up  in  aginoiiance  and  Inactivity. 
Instead  of  tbe  old  teacb.'nig-  the  yoimg,  theTe  axe  caseis  wbe're  the  young 
can.  veo-y  easily  teach  the  old  a  few  things,  and  thJls  iis  due  to  the  training 
ibe  young  get  in  the  Sunday  iscbooil,  which  many  of  tlie  oldi"r  oiae,s  miss. 

We  would  urs'e': 

1.  That  every  member  of  a  Bapt'ist  cluirc.b  who  can  will  lattend  the  Sun- 
day  school. 

2.  That  the  pastor  keep  'm  siympathebic  touch  with  the  's-chool  in  his 
chin-ch. 

3.  Tbsit  the  iSunday  -school  be  in  dii'^ct  accord  wiith  tbe  church  as  a 
wliole,  ha.-vtug  its  officens  to  maJce  regular  r>eports  to  tbe  chu'i'icli  in  order 
that  the  affairs  of  the  school  may  be  ratified  by  the  cbiurch. 

4.  Tli..at  we  end.e.a.var  to  devise  the  best  methodis  of  work  by  having 
compottmt  offioeft's  and  teaichers,  holding  teacbiens'  meetings;,  iSunday 
schooi  conventions,  etc.,  for  tbe  purpose  of  di&cussiing  these  methods  of 
wo\rk. 

.5.  That  the  lasscm  helps  be  used  only  as  helps,  and  let  the  Bible  be  tlbe 
text-book,  not  simply  studied  about,  but  studied  in  the  school. 

We  would  call  attention  to  the  excellent  work  our  Sunday  school  Board 
at  Naislivfille  is  doing.  The  sixth  annual  re.port  last  year  revealed  tihe  fact 
that  its  efficient  eorrasponding  secretary.  Dr.  J.  M.  Fi-ois.t,  -was  not  only 
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fully  eonseerate'd  to  hiis  work,  but  was  likewise  a  tliorouglily  competent 
business  mau. 

The  Board  uow  has  a  h,ome  of  its  own  in  a  buildi'Ug  for  which  wais  paid 
$10,000. 

Last  year  as  a  result  of  Mies'ioinary  Day  l:n  our  schiools  in  the  South, 
suggested  by  the  Bo^ard,  It  received  and  seut  to  the  Home  and  Foreign 
Boards  about  $4,000. 

This  Board,  during  the  isix  years  of  its  existeince,  has  contributed  in. 
cash,  gifts  of  Bibles,  books,  tracts.,  etc.,  to  misislion  schools  and  to  the 
other  Boards  the  sum  of  $42,089.88. 

As  lis  well  known,  this  Board  publishes  a  full  list  of  Sunday  school  lit- 
erature, wliidi  ir,  furnished  to  our  schools  at  very  reasonable  rates.  This 
Board  should  have  o-ur  full  sympathy  aind  support. 

The  American  Bapti.st  Publicattou  Socie'ty  is  also  doing  a  good  work 
among  our  scliools  in  rlue  South,  ais  well  as  elsewhere. 

A  i'fw  yeai-s  ago  there  were  reiwrted  123.173  Sunday  sehoiols  'm  tlie 
United  Stales,  in  wli;ich  weire  1,30.3,939  teachers  and  9.718,432  schoiliars. 
At  the  same  time  the  common  schoals  had  an  enrollment  of  9,208,890. 
which  wais  cous'derably  below  the-  total  enrollment  of  the  Sunday  school. 
It  is  reasonable  to>  suppoise  that  while  both  have  iucreas'ed  since  that  r^e- 
port.  thie  proporDioui  rem.ainis  about  the  same. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  many  of  our  .schools  not  only  liave  tiie  idea 
of  discipling  those  who  attend,  but  have  caught  the  misslonaiT  spirit, 
aiad  evangelization  has  beeome  a  conspicuous  word  !in  the  vocabulary  of 
Sunday  scliioal  workers.

REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE   ON   TEMPERANCE. 

Th.is  is  an  old  subject.  It  has  been  prominent  before  the  public-  mind 
for  a  long  time.  It  haiS  employed  the  thioughtis,  the  to^ngueis  and  the  pens 
of  many  Avise  ajid  good  men  and  women  in  every  Chxlistiain  land.  Pa- 
pere,  periodicals  and  books  li>ave  been  sent  out  from  th,e  printing  press 
in   the  interest  O'f  temperance,  and   the  subject   has  beein  so  thoroughly 

difscuissed  as  bO'  leave  liittle  or  nothing  new  to  be  'saiid.  Yet.  so  long  as 
the  appalling  evils  of  intemperance  exist,  blighting  and  destroying  human 
hopes  and  human  happiness,  it  is  the  duty  of  aW  citizens,  and  of  all  faith- 
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ful  Christians,   to  battle  against  tlie  liquor  business  with  ail  their  main 
and  might. 

The  evils  of  intemperance  baggar  a".I  description.  It  destroys  health 
and  chuvac-ter,  body  and  soiul.  It  ^s  ruin  for  time  and  eternity.  Its 
widespread  aiiid  deadly  influence  is  tO'  be  sieen  in  all  lands.  It  penetrate,^ 
all  departmeutis  of  isocliety,  from  tlie  highiCist  tO'  the  lowest.  Its  trail  of 
poiBonous  ,siime  is  to  be  found  upon  tiie  sac-red  floors  of  God''s  sanctuary 
under  tlie  guise  o>f  dram-dituking. 

Shall  we  quarantine  against  yellow  fever  aiad  other  ■epldemiois,  and 
allow  tli'is  moist  dtisolating  pestilence  to  stalk  abroad  at  will  all  over 
our  land,  leaving  sorrow,  ruin,  temporal  and  eternal,  in  its  wake? 

C^iristlans  must  tnke  a  rtisolute  stand  agaiiiist  thds  great  evil.  Tliey 
liiave  '.n  tili.e.ir  hands  tlie  only  true  remedy— the  Goispel  of  Chriist— and 
sliould  by  example  and  united  action  so  mould  public  seintliment  that 
na  member  -can  maintain  hi.s  ^standing  in  the  churc'b.  who  makes,  tsells, 
(Irinkis.  favors  and  cucO'Uragejs  in  any  way  tlie  liquor  traffic.  The  rescue 
of  our  land  from  the  dreadful  effects  of  intemperance  and  from  tliie 
waloon  power  rests  AA'ith,  the  Christian  people.  The  isaloo'U  exiists  i'n  o\ir 
St;Ue  because  of  the  laws  mad«i  tO'  license  and  protect  it,  and  thes.e  laws 
maj'  be  ,rei)ealed  whenever  the  Ch.riistiian  people  of  tU'e  State  demand  it. 
Tlireforie,  the  ChriistJaiTis  ^f  oiiir  State  are  respoinslible  for  the  e'xi.stniice 
of  th,e  open  saloon  wit'liin  our  bounds.  If  all  professed  Chi'ist.ian.s  would 
unitte  their  efforts,  tlie  speedy  O'vertli.row  of  the  saloon  power  is  an  a.s- 
sured  fact.  Wiib.erf<)ii-ce  uttered'  a  truth  whien  he  said:  '•  In  tempera  iR-e 
could  not  exist  but  for  the  alioauiinabk"  indifference  of  the  Chrlisiian 
c'luirch,." 

^Ye  recommend  that  any  member  of  this  .convention  who  'is  present  at 
Columbus.  Ohio,  at  the  National  Anti-Saloon  "Convention  be  authorized 
to   represent  this   convention   in    that   boely.

Work  must  needs  be  only  partial  this  year,  owing  to  the  sad  and  .sudden 
removMll  l)y  d'ca.th  of  its  beloved  and  ettlcient  Corresponding  Secretary, 
Mrs.  I.  G.  Brown. 

Upon  recommendation  of  tJie  Slate  Board.  Mrs.  D.  M.  Maloue  was  ap- 
pointe'd  to  this  office  and  has  entered  upon  its  duties. 

We  think  no  better  synopsis  of  the  work  can  be  obtain-ed  than  to  quote 
from  the  report  rendered  by  Mrs.  Brown  to  the  Woiuan's  Missionary  Un- 
ion, at  the  time  of  the  iSouthe.rn  Baptist  Convention,  adding  to  that  report 
the  numljer  of  letters  written  a,nd  amount  of  literature  distributed  to  date. 

The  report  reads  as  follows: 

Increased  activity  and  interest  are  manifest.  Lines  of  work  recom- 
mended l)y  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  have  been  followed.  Within 
a  few  years  Alabama  Baptists  have  .suffered  heavy  losses,  by  fire  and 
otherwise,  to  their  cherished  institutions — Howard  Cor.ege  and  Judson  In- 
stitute. Our  women  have  helped  to  rebuild,  lift  mortgages,  etc.  The  un- 
der these  added  duties  and  great  financial  depression,  our  contributions 
to  missions  have  not  fallen  off  is  a  matter  for  rejoicing.  With  the  approval 
of  our  State  Boiard,  the  Central  Committee  now  receives  money  contribut- 
ed by  societies.,  This  arrangement  gives  entire  satisfaction.  Twenty-nine 
new  mission  societies  and  bands  have  been  formed.  The  Weeks  of  Prayer 
and  Self-denial  were  observed.  Thirty-one  boxes  have  been  sent  to  the 
frontier.  We  are  happy  to  report  the  I'eturn  to  the  State  of  our  former 
excellent  President,  Mrs.  T.  A.  Hamilton.    She  has  accepted  the  charge 
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of  the  Suubeams,  and  this  important  branch  of  work,  we  ave  euutideut, 

will  make  good  progress;  under  her  efficient  leadership.

Secti:ou  1.  Bo  it  enaci'ed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Alabama,  T'liat  J. 
Norwood,  J.  W.  Stewart,  Daytcu  Plaster,  11.  MeadowiSs  Mrs.  M.  I^.  B. 
Woodso'u,  Mrs.  1\  L.  Brooks,  Geo.  W.  ElJ:s,  C.  W.  Hare,  Mrs.  D.I.  Pur- 
ser, Miss  Annie  Grace  Tartt,  N.  D.  Denson  and  W.  G.  Ro'berteon  and  ihyiv 
successorei  are  hereby  created  a.  body  i)oi;.tic  and  coTporiate  by  tlie  name 
and  sryle  of  the  Louis  Short:  Baptist  Widuws  and  Orphans"  Home,  and 
by  th:at  name  may  isue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  .in  any  court 
of  law  or  equity;  may  have  a.  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleais- 
ure;  shiall  have  perpetual  isaiccession;  may  receive,  hold  and  use  and  en- 
joy, for  the  purposes  hereinafter  expressed,  by  srift,  devise',  purchase,  or 
otherwiise,  all  manner  of  evstate,  i->eal,  personal  or  mixed,  to  any  amount 
not  exceeding-  three  hundi^d  thousand  dollare  of  real  estate,  and  one  hun- 
dred thiO'Usand  dollars  of  peT>sonal  or  mixed  property  to  any  amount  nor 
exceeding-  th.ree  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  real  estate,  and  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  of  personal  estate,  and  the  same  to  alienate,  sell,  trans- 
fer, lease  and  convey  by  the  order  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  do  all 
othier  acts  and  thiings  tliat  may  be  hereafter  expressed  in  thas  charter  nor 
repugnant  to  thie  constitution  and  laws  of  this  'S'tate,  or  of  the  United 
States. 

Seciou  2.  Be  li.t  further  enacted,  Th.at  the  objec't  of  this  coiiJoration 
shall  be  to  procure  the  control  of  orphans,  destitute  widows,  and  such 
other  children  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  maj'  th.ink  proper  to  receive  for 
the  purpose  of  supporting  and  educating  them  in  the  Home  established 
for  that  purpose  in  Everg-reen.  Conecuh,  county,  or  to  secure  a  suitable 
home  for  any  such  children  outside  oif  salid  Institution  wh»en  practicable. 

Section  3.  Be  .it  further  enacted.  That  the  estate  and  concerns  of  salid 
institution  shall  be  governed  and  direcied  by  a  Board  of  Trustees  com- 
posed of  nine  (9)  members,  five  (5)  of  whiom  sbiall  reside  at  Evergreen, 
the  successors  of  said  corpora.tion  to  be  selected  by  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention of  Alabama,'  in  siuch  manner  ais  ii:  may  deean  best,  and  the  said 
truK';:ees  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  as  p.res.ident,  and  another  as  sec- 
reta.iy  and  treasurer  of  thte  board,  each,  of  whom  shall  reside  in  Ever- 
green, where  .said  iusti'tution  is  lO'Cated.  Said  trustees  shall  adopt  sucli 
by-,law.s  and  regulations  foir  the,  admission  of  persons  into  saf.d  ins'titution. 
and  the  government  and  disposition  of  the  same,  as  tliey  may  deem  best. 

Sections  4,  5,  G.  Repealed. 

Section  7.  Be  it  further  enacted",  Th.at  sa'id  corporation  shall,  on  the  de 
cis.i.ou  Oif  the  president  of  and  secretary  of  tiie  board  of  trustees,  in  ac- 
cordance with  its  by-laws.,  have  power  to  receive  into  its  custody  and 
control  such  children  as  may  be  recommended,  and  such  widows  as  may 
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be  found,  in  'the  judgment  of  said  prefsident  and  secretary,  to  be  in  sucii 
needy  cirfumstauets  and  of  such  wortby  character  as  to  jusdify  tt«ei.r  ac- 
ceptance. 'Said  c&rporatlou,  for  thie  purpo.se  of  protecting  the  person  and 
right*;  of  any  ch.ild  couimitted  to  its  care,  iis  hiereby  vested  with  all  the 
rights  and  powers  of  a  parent  or  natural  guardian,  with  the  right  of  the 
excliivM'.ve  control  and  cu.stody  of  said  child  and  its  property  until  the  age 
of  eightfen  (18)  if  a  girl,  and  twenty-one  (21)  years  if  a  boy,  unless  dis- 
po^sed  of  soouier  ais  provided  by  this  charter.  iSaid  corporation  shiall  also 
liave  the  isauoe  power  to  receive  and  control  such  children  as  may  have 
been  abandoned  by  tlnoise  having  the  right  to  the  control  and  custody 
tereof.  when  ,8Ucl.'.  children  may.  in  good  faith,  be  committed  to  its  cus- 
tody and  control  by  two  reputable  citizens  of  this  State,  with  the  approval 
of  the  probate  judge  or  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  where  sucb 
child  is  found. 

Section  8.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said  corporation  may,  through 
its  president,  as  may  be  preseilLbed  by  its  by-law,s,  permit  any  suitable 
person  to  adopt  any  child  in  its  custody  and  control  as  tli-eir  own  child 
upon  proper  covenants  in  writing  being  executed  by  such  person  and  the 
Ijpeuident.  and  acknowledged  or  proven  and  re<*oirded  in  the  Court  of  Pro- 
liatt  in  the  county  wl::ere  the  pidncipa']  interests  of  the  Home  reside,  as 
deed  may  be.  and  said  e-orporation  may,  thirough  its  president,  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  its  by-laws,  bind  out  to-  any  suitable  person  any  child  in 
us  custody  and  control  jws  an  apprentice  when  such,  course  shall  be  rec- 
ommended by  the  e.xecutr..ve  committee,  and  may  also  receive  of  such 
persons  other  covenants,  benelicial  to  thie  child,  in  aeklition  to  thase  pre- 
scribed by  law:  eispecially  that  such  child  should  not  be  t.re-ated  as  a  ser- 
v.mt.  the  apprenticeships'  to  terrhiuate  m  the  lawful  age.  or  as  soon  as 
may  be  expressed  in  thte  indenture,  whiich  shall  be  acknowledged  and  re- 
corded as  prescribed  in  the  transfer  in  thris  section. 

\Section  9.  Be  iit  further  enacted,  Thiat  the  property,  money,  estate  and 
rights  of  said  corporation  shall  be  exempt  from  all  taxation  by  State  or 
local  laws  for  any  purpo.se  whatever. 

Section  10.  Be  it  further  enacted,  Tl'iat  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have 
power  to  procure  or  have  erected  such  buildings  and  improvements  as 
tliey  may  deem  best  a.nd  to  appoint  and  employ  such  ofllcens,  isuperiuten- 
d(  ut,s.  agents,  tteacliers  and  other  persons,  and  to  do  such  oth^r  things 
.iind  arrange  and  agree  witn  any  donor  aoe'ording  to  such  stfpula'tions  as 
may  be  deemed  to  the  interest  of  the  Institution  necessai-y  and  proper 
w'thi  the'  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  Unite'd  States. 

kSection  11.  Be  it  further  euactetl.  That  the  board  of  managers  may 
provtde  in  th^e  by-laws  for  the  formation  of  auxiliary  societies  upon  such 
terms  as  thej'  think  best. 

Section  — .  (.Section  5  of  Act  appi-oved  February  8,  1895).  Be  it  fu.rtlie.r 
enacted.  That  the  present  board  of  trustees  be  and  they  are  hereby  con- 
tinued in  oflice  until  tJieir  succe.s.sons  are  elected  by  \he-  next  Baptist 
Sta'te  Convention,  and  that  all  the  acts  of  said  eorpo.ration  heretofore 
performed  under  said  original  charter  are  hereby  ratLfled  and  confirmed. 


CONSTITUTION. 


Article  I.  This  body  shall  be  kuowu  ais-  '"Thie  Alabama  Baptist  State 
Conveutiou,"  and  shall  eonsist:  (1)  of  th.i>e'e  delegates  from  each  Baptisr 
District  AssO'Ciation  In  Alabama,  co-operating  wlih  this  convention,  if 
said  Association  ishaJl  have  five  hundred  memberij.  or  under  and  one  a:d- 
ditional  delfgat'C  for  every  five  hundred  miemlxrs.  or  fraction  thereof. 
above  tluat  number,  whase  annual  election  or  appointment  s-hall  be  duly 
certified  by  tli*-  printed  minutes,  or  certificate  of  a.n  officer  of  the  Associa- 
tion i"epi-esented  by  them;  (2)  of  one  delegate  from  each  churcb.  co-operat- 
iug  with  th:i,s  Cctnveniliou,  (if  said  church  shall  huive'  fifty  members,  ot  un- 
der, and  one  additional  dele'ga'te  foa-  every  fifty  members,  or  fraction 
rhiereof,  above  tl\at  number;  (3)  of  persons  who  contribute  funds,  oir  ar',» 
representatives  of  churches  contuLbuting  fund??,  for  tlie  r<?gular  work  of 
thi'.iy  Convention,  on  thie  bas'is  of  one  represientative'  for  each  one  hundre'd 
dollars  actually  paid  into  the  treakSury  of  th.e  Boards  of  this  Conveut'O'U 
during  thie  fi'scal  year  preceding  its  assembling.  But  in  all  cases  must 
delegat'cs  to  this  body  be  brethren  of  Baptist  Churches  in  good  standing. 

Article  II.  The  officer.s  of  the  Convention  sh,an  be  a  PresCdent.  First 
and  Second  Vice  Presidents,  a  Kecordiug  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer,  to- 
gether withi  a  Board  of  DLnectars,  as  hereinafter  named,  who  shall  be 
elected  at  eaeh.  annual  meeting,  and  wJi.o  shall  hold  'their  offices  until 
their  successors  are  elected. 

Article  III.  The  Prtisidout  ot  in  oaise  of  h,is  absence,  one  of  the  Vice 
Presidents^,  l;.n  their  order,  shall  preside  at  all  tlie  deliberations  of  tli.e 
Comveution,  and  discharge  the  duties  usually  imposed  upon  an  executive 
officer  of  delibera.te'  bodies. 

Article  IV.  The  Secretary  shall  make  a  fair  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  tl'<e  Conventio.n.  and  isoon  after  tlie  risling  of  each  regular  meeting  of 
the  body,  ishall  attend  to'  thie  printing  and  distribution  of  the  minutes  of 
the  same,  of  whiich  he  shall  preserve  a  file,  which  file  shall  constitute  the 
autlhe.utic  i^eord  of  the  Convention.  He  shaiU  lalso  comduct  the  correspouul- 
ence,  of  the  body.  Fo-r  hl's  services  he  may  re-eelve  a  .reasonable  compen- 
sation. The  printing  of  the  minutes  of  the  Convention,  and  the  compen- 
sa.lVon  of  the  Secretarj-.  shall  be  palid  for  by  pro  rata  taken  from  tlie 
funds  sient  for  thiP  various  objects  fostered  by  this  body  each  year. 

Article  V.  The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  thie  funels  of  the  Conven- 
tion, and  hold  the  same,  subject  to  the  order  of  this  body,  or  of  the  Board 
of  Directors,  during  the  recesis  of  tlie  Convention;  and  he  shall  make  an 
annual  i-eport  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  which  shall  be  audited 
and  published  with  the  minutes. 

Article  VI.  The  President,  Vice  Presidents,  'Secretary  and  Treasurer, 
witli  nine  otJ^ier  brethren,  shall  compose  the  Board  of  Directors,  five  of 
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whom  shall  form  a  (luorum  auth.orized  to  transact  auy  busineisis  of  the 
Oonventton  during  tlie  i-^^cess  thereof,  and  sii,aJl  report  thoir  pvoeeedtng-s 
at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  ConA'-ention. 

Article  VII.  The'  Pretsideut  shall  have  power  to  call  a  meeting  of  tl'e 
Boiard  of  Dirt  c tors.  wli.eneT<>r  th.e  exigency  of  the  circumstances  may,  in 
hiuS  judgme'nt,  require  the  same. 

Article  Till.  Ti:«e  det-Cgu  of  this  Convention  shall  be  to  elicit,  combine 
and  direct  tJie  energiets  of  the  BapMstis  of  Alabama  in  one  sacred  effort  to 
encoui-age  and  promo'te,  (.1)  the  propagation  of  the  gospel  in  this  State, 
and,  tliRMigli  the  Soutberu  Baptise  Convention,  in  the  destitute  parts  of 
ilj.e  world;  (2)  the  educa.tiom  of  those  it  believes  called  of  God  to  the.  mlin- 
istry;  VA)  the  education  of  ihie  yoaith  of  our  country;  (4)  the  publication 
and  distribution  of  tiie  AVord  of  God  and  other  literature;  (5)  the  organi- 
zation and  usefulness  of  Sunday  Scliools  and  other  religious  and  educa- 
tl'oual  movementis  ir.  may  deem  promotive  of  the  Interests  of  the  kingdom 
of  Cl',rist  and  sanctioned  by  the  Word  of  God. 

Article  IX.  The  Conventioai  shaJl  have  the  siupreme  control  of  any  Lit- 
erary or  TheoiiogicnJ  Institution,  which  has  been,  or  may  hereafter  l>e. 
originated  in  tliiis  body;  and  it  shall  choose  for  suclh.  iiistitutiou  a  Board  of 
twenty-fo.ur  Trustees,  to  serve  for  six  years,  of  whom  one-third  shall  go 
out  of  ottice  biennially;  and  the  said  Tiiistets  &haU,  on  all  occasions,  be 
subject  lo-  the  control  of  the  Convention,  and  make  an  annual  report  to 
this  body  on  the  state  oi  such  instiitution. 

Article'  X.  The^  Conveuiion  may  receive  funds  from  all  such  as  may  be 
disposied  to  aid  in  auy  of  the  benevolent  purposes  mentioned  in  the  8tn 
.\rticle,  and  it  shall  faithfully  apply  fundjs  contributed  to  tlie  objects 
which,  may  be  designated  by  tl'-e  donors,  a  portion,  however,  being  taken 
pro  rata,  from  the  same  for  contingent  expensts.  in  the  event  of  the  in- 
sntticieucy  of  the  general  fund  for  that  purpose. 

Article  XI.  The  Convention  may  employ  agents,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  make  coillections.  obtain  subscriptions  from  'Soeieties.  solidit  churches 
and  a.ssocia.t.ions  to  unite  with  the  Convention,  and  to  further  all  objeets 
of  this  body, 

Arficlfc  XII.  The  Conveniion  shall  have  power  to  send  delegates  to  the 
Southern  Baptlist  Convention,  and  to  any  other  assembly  with  which,  in 
its  wiusdom,  it  may  wish,  to  communicate. 

Article  XIII.  The  Convention  slvill  hold  iis  meetings  at  such  time  and 
plate  as  it  shall,  from  time  to  time,  appoint. 

Article  XIV.  The  funds  of  the  Conventliou  shall  consist  of  voluntary 
contributions  or  donations  and  not  otherwise. 

Article  XV.  The  convention  disclaims  all  right  of  exercising  authwrity 
over  any  church  or  assoeiation.  hereby  acknowledgling  that  evei-y  church 
is  independent,  and  within  its  own  sphere,  is  accountable  to  no  body  of 
men  on  earth. 

Article  XVI.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amend^ed  by  the  con- 
currence of  three-fourths  of  the  members,  present  a,t  any  annual  meeting, 
but  noit  so  as  to  infringe  the  loth  Artliele. 

Article  XVII.  All  amendments  or  alterations  of  this  Constitution  shall 
be  proposed  at  one  session  a.nd  acted  upon  at  the  next. 


Instead  of  prescribing  distinct  Rulefs  of  Order.   "Mell's  Parliameiitaiy 
Practice,"  so  far  as  a.pplica.ble,  has  been  adopted  by  the  ConventtoD.
